During the first three months of 
my practice I had the misfortune to 
have three cases of convulsions; and 
as I had been taught to rely largely 
upon my repertories, and all of them 
were almost blank upon this subject, 
I was compelled to depend upon the 
concomitants and my limited knowl- 
edge of Materia Medica. 

I have purposely omitted the lists 
of remedies said to be indicated by 
certain pathological names, because I 
do not believe in such prescribing. 
If the totality of the symptoms is 
covered by a certain remedy it will 
cure no matter whether the name of 
the malady be catalepsy, eclampsia or 
epilepsy.
